The Rinderpest In Enginoad and the
Fingue In this Conuntry —Essnys Rend
Before the Philndelphin Agricuitural

Soclety.

In the report of the proceedings of the
monthly meeting of the Philadelphina Sociees
for promoting Agricalture, contained in yester-

REPORT OF DR. GADSDEN,

1 will ns briefly ns possible give yon (he symp-
toms and post-mottem appearance of n il
digrnee in cnttle, known ss “Rinderpest” or
“Catrle Plague,” The diseare T allude 1o is the
one that swept away mauy thousands of the
cattle from Great Britaln dunimg the years 1866
and 1806, 1 was at that 1ime in practice v a
Inyge sgricultuaul distriot, viz,, Berkanire, Ene-
lano; and as soon as the disease visilea that
county I was appointed by the Government ns
their Catflesplague Inspector, and therefore had
nmwple meaps of exnmioimg large pombers of
aufals with that fescful walady, sud avatlod
myuell of many opportunities in muking earefnl
post morlem expminulions in every stuge ol the
discase,

The early symploms of the disonse are nsually
" rcuau]kahly dull and dispirited condition ©
the suimal, which will stund with its head
hnpgiug down, cars drawn back, coal sturlug

and oceaslopally shivering, refusing ali food
or even water, Rumlpaton is suspended, 1
mnde o nove U shows greatl prosiration o

strengih, and frequently etaggers as il about to
fall. The ekin 1w hot in places, and olten
remarkably so between the limbs, the hind ones
in particalar; an exucation very {requently
takes place from these parvis, aopd s
sugeeeded by cracks aod sores,  The bair
is staring, especially nlong the apper part of the
neck, shonlders gud back; the extremities are
cold even at the commencemont of the disease,
and o p lutter stage the ivereased heat of the
surtace of the body gives place to s remarkable
coldness alovg the course of the spive. Te us
eurly irickle Irom the eyes, which are red aud
expressive of suflering, and a wa'ery discliurge
flows mostly from the nostrils, There 18 a con-
tinuous increasge ol these secretions, which be-
come moie or less purulent in the advanced
stage of the malady. The mwouth is bot, red,
aud “lorred,” ollen presenting here and thers
raw loocking epots, especinlly on the inner side
of the upper lip and aloug the roof, The breath
is foetld, the respiration {4 increased, and gepe-
rally accompauied with a moan in the advanced
stoges, A allght congh is aléo present in some
entes, but vot ns a rale. The pulse is quick wnd
weak, and scarcely to be felr, excepting at the

heart, even at the commencement of the
disesnce, The bowels are  frequently
torpid at the ountset, but  dlarrhea,

leacing to dysentery mostly follows, The eva-
cuations are slimy, liquid, and sometimes of a
dirty yellow color, or occaslonally tineed with
bloed. The liningimembrane of the viginn is
generally rem:u-kablﬂ red, und o yvigcld mucus
uot uu'iroquvul-l) angs ahount the labla,
Slight tremoxs of the muscles gnd thighs are to
be observed in some cases, and s0 also I8 an
emphysematous condition of the skin aloug the
upper part of the back. In milch cows the
secretion of milk s quickly arrested, a re-
marknble alminution in the gquantity taking
plaee us one ol the earliest lndications of the
attack. Asthe disense advances to n fatal ter-
niinat on, the prostration of the witul powers
becomes more marked, the breathing short,
quick, snd more painful, the alyvine evacastions
teetid, nmd more slimy, apd the surface of the
body deatlily cold. The aolwal will sometimes
sivk ns early as twelve hours from the com-
wencement of the attack, but in many cases the
disease will be protracied to the fifth or sixth,
and oceaslonally to the eighth or ninth day.

The period of the disease is found to vary,
the majorily of animals sickening about the
tenth day after exposure to the infection, but
some have begn attncked on the seventh, or even
eurlier. The polson lies latent in the system
durive this period, and the animal gives no in-
dication of being atected,

The post-mortem appearances will differ
according to the part of the orgunism chiedy
eifected, and especiully aecerding to the time of
the duration of the malady. In many cases
the rvoot of the mouth will be found covered
with a dirty yellow exudation upon an ulecerated
surtuce, Somwetimes the lining of the pharvux
I8 of a deep scariet color, but more frequently
the mpcoug membrave of the laryns, traches,
and broochinl tubes is Injected and covered
with a layer of exudation puartaking of the
characters ‘of lymph and pus combined, and
varying from the fnest film to a quarter of an
inch in substauce, The lungs are ofien, but
not always emphysematous, while congestion
here and there exists,

The heart i frequently flabby, and in the left
ventricle lnrge blced spots are generally present;
these, bowever, are not to be Jooked upon as
specialities of the disease, Un opening the ab-
domipal cavity the omentum 8 frequently ob-
served to present patches of redness, the intes-
iipes are altered iv color, from the condition of
the mucous membrane being partslly seen
throwgh their walls. On cutting into the rumen
(or psugch), a guaniity of undigested food 18
generally found, but besides un occasional l.lnge
of reduess, vhere 18 nothing of importance Lo be
looked for here. The omasum (or manyfolds)
atiords in the majority of cases every charac-
teristic indication of the effect of tue malndy,
its folds being indawed iu patches, or ulcerated,
and even showing large perforations with claret
colored edges. From death and sloughing of
the textuzes the structure of the lver is mostly
unaffreted, but the gall bladder is remarkably
full, The urmn:i organs suffer but little change,
The lining menibtane of the abomasim (or ren-
vet) is inflamed in neatly every case, and
pumerous pownts of wleeration will often be
seen, especinlly affecling the oTPnIngs of the
follieles, The intestines show similar morbid
chapges, particulurly fn the jefunum and ilivm,
and also the coteum, the Iast presenting, in
WEDY Cases, A [n:cuiiar mottled appearance,
from the sccumulation {n thie follicles ot a dirty
white or yellowish sécreétion. The muscles
bhave their usual appesrance. There is, of
couree, au absence of fat in the ammal, Ifsn
ox was killed aud properly dressed, in the early
siages of the dicease; you conld not detect 1t m
the meat,

It wos through the importation ol some catile
from Russin in June, 1865, which were olfered
for rale in the metropoluan murket, thut the
cows In the London dalries becume the first
vietims of the plugue, It soon spread to other
countries in England, the attacks graduoally
rising unt!l they reached, In the week ending
Feb, 17, 1866, the alarming number of 15,706 °

Muny Veleriuary Burgeons, and others, tried
every means in their power to arrest the disease
by mediciue, pursing, ele., but all Lo po per-
pose—itdid vo good. Vaceluation and lnocula-
tion were tried, but all seemed only to spread
the pestilence.
